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Economic Pace of U. S. 
Quickened in Late '71 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The pace of the 
nation’s economy q u ick ened in the final 
three months of 1971, growing at a snappy 
6.1 per cent rate while inflation slowed to a 
crawl, the Commerce Department said to­ 
d ay in a report of national ou tpu t.

Nix on’s mov es to control wages and prices 
As measu red by GNP, inflation rose by 
only 1.5 per cent, the lowest q u arterly rate 
since the third q u arter of 1965 , the 
d epartment said . That compared with a 
2.5 per cent rate in the third q u arter and a 
4.6 per cent av erage rate for all of 1971. 
It was d u ring the mid d le of the q u arter 
that Nix on’s wage-price freeze mov ed into 


the less stringent Phase 2, in which wages 
and prices were allowed to go u p within 
certain limits. The GNP figu res are also 
su bject to su bstantial later rev isions, and 
all the figu res cou ld be affected .

figu res as proof that the economic u pswing 
pred icted by Nix on began d u ring the final 
part of last y ear. 
“The economy has alread y shifted into a 
higher gear and the prospects for strong 
real growth and mod erating inflation in 
1972 are ex cellent, ” said Dr. Harold C. 
Passer, assistant secretary of commerce 
for economic affairs.

Television, Living Pace 
Blamed For Difficulties 


Television and the fast pace of modern 
living took a beating Thursday night at the 
hands of the members of a group interested 
in becoming better parents and helping 
others to reach the same goal. 
The first of five adult discussion sessions 
held at State Fair Community College by a 
parent education group was sponsored by 
the Mid-Missouri Mental Health Center 
and I’arent Education Association (F’EA ), 
both operating out of ( ’olumbia. 
The group heard moderator Ken Marlin, 
senior staff member for the Mental Health 
Center and 'a co-founder of the parent 
education group, explain the basis of the 
self-educating structure the group will be 
working under 
In a discussion period parents generally 
agreed that the fast pace of living in a 
highly mechanized and mobile society and 
the popularity of television were to blame 
for much of today's youth problems. 


They felt television disturbed what was 
once normal conversation in the home, and 
that the child not being in the habit of 
conversing with his parent on a normal and 
regular basis therefore tended less to do so 
when a need to communicate arose

A recommendation to close or severely 
limit the operation of the run-down city jail 
was the subject of a meeting between the 
Pettis County Board of Visitors and Circuit

was 
released 
by the Rev. William Lusk, 
president of the board, on the meeting, it is 
known that the recommendations were 
made in a letter the Board of Visitors sent 
to Judge Meyer in October. Mr. Lusk said 
that Judge Meyer is still studying the 
board’s recommendations 
The letter, written by former board 
chairman Dr. D. H. Robinson and dated 
Oct. 29, said, “On the night of Oct. 26,1971, 
the Board of Visitors met in my office ... 
and find the condition of the city jail not 
economical 
to 
fix 
or 
repair. 
We 
recommend the use of the city jail be 
closed. 
If

recommend that the city jail be used only 
for all persons not charged or sentenced 
and those held for less than 20 hours.” 
At present, persons held by city police 
for investigation of possible involvement in 
crimes are still held in the city jail for 
periods up to 20 hours.

Coming upon Bothwell Lodge through 
the bare, grey winter woods makes you 
think you've stumbled upon Edgar Allen 
Poe's House of Usher, to be greeted at the 
door by Vincent Price 


I drove up to the Lodge this week to get a 
better look at the place, which I had visited 
only briefly a few years ago 
Besides, 
Bothwell Lodge seems to be very much on 
people’s minds lately 


I had been warned to wear a coat, but I 
wasn't prepared for it to be colder IN SID E 
the lodge than outside The cold is damp, 
and omnipresent, having permeated the 
very timbers of the old place since the 
furnace shot its wad many years ago 


You need a flashUght to properly explore 
Bothwell Lodge, since the electricity is not 
hooked up Otherwise you are apt to make 
a false step that will land you down one of 
the myriad staircases which lace the 
building together 


We followed one another like blind men 
through part of the lodge, buttoning up 
coats to keep out the miasmic chill 
Hallways wind into bedrooms, bedrooms 
into other rooms, angled stairways knitting 
the whole into some unfathomable design 
A walkway leads into a dead-end nook, 
perhaps 
a 
sewing 
room, 
bare 
and 
forbidding in the winter sunlight 


Antique brass beds abound in the 
bedrooms, singles and doubles of various 
patterns 


The main floor contains an expansive 
and inviting entranceway. from which the 
main dining and living rooms branch off 
The front patio affords a magnificent view 
Its brooding stone tower, laced with vines, 
needs only a stormy night to complete the 
scene “ Pm sorry, but 1 was passing by and

Frankenstein in ’ ” 


My favorite room is the library A little 
imagination transforms it into a cozy 
retreat, 
suited

A cautious walk down to the foundation 
of the lodge, resting on solid massive 
stones, reveals another curiosity in this 
museum of curiosities A rusted track leads 
from underneath the lodge out to the cliff’s 
edge It once carried a trolley filled with 
the lodge’s sewage, tipping it off the edge 
and down the hillside. The SUte Water 
Pollution Board would never approve of 
that.

Colo (AP) — U.S. Air Force 
Academy officials say they ex­ 
pect many more resignations in 
addition to the 16 cadets who 
have already quit in a probe of 
academic cheating and other 
violations of the school’s honor 
code 
Lt 
Gen 
Albert P. Clark, 
academy superintendent, said 
Thursday 
night 
the 
cadets 
themselves are conducting the 
investigation and are checking 
a list of about 75 names, of 
which 23 are seriously impli­ 
cated 
“ All of these cases where the 
honor violations are confirmed 
will 
result in 
resignations.” 
Clark said. 


The latest investigation is the 
third involving cheating at the 
3.900-student 
Air 
Academy 
since 1965 


Clark said most violations in­ 
volved 
“ academic 
cheating, 
with one or two cases of steal­ 
ing from fellow cadets” 


He said the form of cheating 
involved “ sharing information 
of a written examination in ad­ 
vance of the examination, so 
that the cadet who gave the in­ 
formation and he who received 
it are both guilty in violation of 
the code” 
The academy superintendent 
said many of those implicated 
are accused of knowing about 
cheating and failing to report 
it 
Clark and Brig. Gen Walter 
T Galligan. commandant of ca­ 
dets. agreed there would be 
more resignations, but they re­ 
fused to speculate what the fi­ 
nal number might be Those re­ 
signing from the academy are 
given 
honorable 
discharges, 
Clark said 


The honor code reads; “ We 
will not lie. steal or cheat, nor 
tolerate among us anyone who 
does.” 


Names of the implicated ca­ 
dets will not be released. Clark 
said 


Clark and Galligan said the 
investigation started Wednes­ 
day night when a cadet under 
surveillance for suspicion of 
petty theft was confronted by 
cadet members of the honor 
committee. 
Galligan said the cadet broke 
down and indicated his case 
was only “ a piece of the ac­ 
tion ” He resigned, Clark said. 
“ I would be a great deal 
more worried if this (the viola­ 
tions* did not surface.” Clark 
said 
“ The cadets themselves 
have discovered these cases 
and are conducting the investi­ 
gation They are living under 
their own standards.” 
The 13-year-old academy un­ 
derwent its first major cheating 
probe in 1965. when 109 cadets 
resigned as a result of in­ 
volvement in the theft, sale and 
improper use of examination 
papers In 1%7 another 46 re­ 
signed for either exchanging in­ 
formation on exams or for hav­ 
ing knowledge of the cheating 
but not reporting it

The W elfare Crisis— Conclusion 


Notional Welfare Rights Organization Balloons Ranks 


Editor's note Nobody likes 
the welfare system, so why not 
change it" To what" That is the 
question, as shown in this final 
report by the AP Special As­ 
signment Team on the welfart' 
crisis

cent can't generate enough jobs 
for skilled workers, much less 
the unskilled who make up the 
bulk of able-bodied workers on

Still another factor is that 
many if not most, of the jobs 
available for the unskilled pay 
less than welfare benefits 
Because of this, says HEW 
Undersecretary John Veneman, 
the welfare system has become 
"a fundamental challenge to 
low-wage, 
marginal 
employ­ 
m ent" 
So. with a couple of notable 
exceptions, efforts to reform 
the welfare system mostly boil 
down to cutting checks That's 
the case today in 26 states 
chipping away at rebef benefits 
as the cold statistics of the wel­ 
fare cnsis. after a brief down­ 
turn. head upward again $10 
billion spent during the year 
ended last June on 14.3 million 
recipients, twice the people and 
three times the expenditures of 
1960 
Cutting checks across the 
board produces its share of suf­ 
fering as well as revenue sav­ 
ings, but Ralph Abascal, a San 
Francisco expert on poverty 
law. contends there is no al­ 
ternative 
“ The only real way to .save 
money is to hurt everyone on 
welfare." he said “ There is no 
easy way to manipulate the 
parts of the welfare system to 
get at selected groups " 
At least two states, and the 
federal government, are trying 
Califorma and New York have 
gone well beyond 
trimming 
checks to challenge the very 
way welfare has operated for 
30 years 
Gov 
RonaVd Reagan's ap­

IS required for all the able-bod­

It remains unclear how much 
money Congress will appro­ 
priate for the public service 
jobs and day care facilities nec­ 
essary to implement the law 
A sizable number of welfare 
officials believe work require­ 
ments will be meaningless un­ 
less accompanied by millions of 
public jobs similar to those pro­ 
vided by the Works Projects 
Administration 
during 
the 


Depression. Faced with mil­ 
lions of unemployed, W PA was 
set up in the 1930s to put relief 
recipients to work on public 
projects, from building dams to 
painting pictures. 
“ We look pretty silly today 
training people for jobs that 
don’t exist.” said David L. 
Daniel. Chicago welfare direc­ 
tor. 
Public service 
jobs likely 
would add more billions to the 
$10 billion already being* paid 
out by federal, state and local 
governments. 


The experts’ message is that 
it is possible and desirable to 
reform the system for greater 
efficiency and rationality—the 
Nixon plan to replace 50 sets of 
state regulations with national 
standards, for example. 
At the same time, they insist 
there are no magical ways to 
purge the rolls. 
“ It has become disturbingly 
evident that work training and 
its successor programs of work 
experience 
artd 
work 
relief 
make only a tiny dent in the 
relief rolls, a dent too small 


even to keep up with the pace 
of new cases coming on the 
rolls," said Gilbert Steiner, a 
welfare expert at Brookings In­ 
stitute. 
The more realistic approach, 
he said, “ would be to accept 
the need for more welfare and 
to reject continued fantasizing 
about day care and workfare' 
as miracle cures.” 
While attention remains on 
major reform efforts in Albany, 
Sacramento and Washington, 
smaller states are cutting rolls, 
benefits, or both. 


Ten states have cut family 
checks across-the-board, rang­ 
ing from 2 per cent in New 
Mexico to 20 per cent in Kan­ 
sas. Nine others have tightened 
eligibility 
requirements, 
a 
move that took 33.000 off the 
rolls in Alabama. 
The cuts and slowdowns had 
an impact. Rolls hit a record 
14.4 million last spring, dropped 
150.000 over the 
next four 
months, then climbed to within 
12.000 of the old high in August, 
latest month for which statis­ 
tics are available.

House Finishes 
Emergency Bill 


J EFFERSO N CITY, 
M o (A P ) - The 
Missouri House completed debate and 
amenmdnets Thursday on a $7 5 million 
emergency appropriations bill and should 
be ready to pass it and send it to the Senate 
early next week 
The measure carries $5.5 million in 
general revenue (tax) funds to keep state 
programs going for the remaining six 
months of this fiscal year The rest comes 
from federal and other sources 
One of the major items is $18 million 
that will go toward restoring cuts in 
welfare benefits to those receiving general 
relief assistance and aid to the per­ 
manently and totally disabled. 
Those cuts were made last Oct. 1 when it 
was discovered insufficient funds had been 
appropriated to grant full benefits 
Other emergency funding will permit the 
state to pay for the distribution costs of 
surplus foods and to pay mental health 
workers back overtime pay. which the 
courts said they have coming 


The Senate meanwhile bogged down in 
its attempt to establish a St Louis Airport 
Authority designed to keep any new major 
airdrome on the Missouri side of the river, 
despite attempts by Illinois and St. Louis 
Mayor A. J Cervantes to locate the new 
airport near Waterloo. 111. 


Before the Senate quit work for the 
week, it defeated a substitute bill by Sen 
Earl R 
Blackwell. 
D-Hillsboro. that 
would have appropriated more than $3 
million 
to

authorities that Missouri will compete for 
the new facility. 
Opponents of the Blackwell version 
complained that it would not give the new 
authority the power it needs to build or 
administer a new airport.

The most immediate effect was the 
extended benefit payments The new law 
provides that when a jobless worker has 
exhausted his regular 26 weeks of benefits 
he may claim up to 13 weeks of additional 
compensation 
The law also will save business and 
industry an estimated $150 million in 
penalty taxes this year and will extend 
unemployment compensation coverage to 
the employes of state colleges, universities 
and hospitals 
The bill followed a sometimes hectic. 


sometimes headlong course through the 
legislature 
Hearnes told the legislature Jan 5 the 
measure was a must because the House 
and Senate failed to agree on it last year 
The Senate started working on it at once 
but two labor-oriented members.

Nixon Will Boost 


Military Spending

WASHINGTON 
[»resident Nixon has 


called an abrupt halt to military cutbacks 
and will grant the armed forces a bigger 
bite out of the next budget 


He has decided to use military spending 


rather than domestic increases to stimulate 
the economy Indeed, the brass hats will 
get more money, if the President has his 
way, than they requested 


The question of matching Soviet miUtary 


expansion has come up at secret National 
Security Council meetings on the defense 
budget 
Showing grim determination to 


meet the Soviet threat, the President has 
decreed 


The Army will maintain 13 divisions, 


two more than the generals expected 
Combat readiness will also be improved 


The Navy will get 55 more ships than 


the admirals finally requested This will 
bring the fleet up to 600 ships 
The 


emphasis will be upon smaller, less costly 
ships 


The Air Force will get extra crews and 


spare parts not in the budget proposals that 
came out of the Pentagon Air sorties in 
Southeast Asia will also be stepped up by 
50 per cent The 463 giant B-52 bombers 


will be improved 
A sophisticated new 


bomber, known as the B 1. is under 
development SIGVM missiles, capable of 
striking targets from the air hundreds of 
miles away, will also bt* installed aboard 
bombers

hold still, because Kelso may be important. 
If his plan of “ universal capitalism” is 
sound-and a respectable flock of hard- 
headed businessmen have begun to try 
it—the guy may have found a cure for 
inflation, poverty, and the abuses of

It is 
anticipated that the great bulk of investors 
would not pay for their preferred stock out 
of savings or current earnings; it is 
expected that they would borrow the 
money through a bank at a low interest 
rate, pledging their total stock as security

At the end of five years, the government 


guarantees redemption of the preferred
